1 . (currently amended) A method for d e t e rmining wh e th e r a subject has or 
is pr e dispos e d for a m e ntal disorder diagnosing a mental disorder in a subject, wherein the 
mental disorder is bipolar disorder or major depressive disorder , the method comprising the steps 
of: 

(i) isolating a subject's brain tissue , wherein said tissue is selected from the 
subject's dorsal lateral prefrontal cortex : 

(ii) contacting the subject's brain tissue with a reagent that selectively associates 
with a messenger RNA polynucleotide encoded by a nucl e ic acid gene with at least 95% identity 
to a g e n e s e l e cted from th e group consisting of SEP ID NO:l or 3 SEQ ID NO:3; 

(iii) detecting the level of reagent that selectively associates with the messenger 
RNA sampl e; and 

(iv) comparing the detected level of reagent with a control, whereby if the 
detected level is significantly greater than the control, an increased likelihood that the subject has 
or is pr e disposed for a m e ntal disorder bipolar or major depressive disorder is determined; and 
whereby, if the detected level is not significantly greater than the control, an increase in said 
likelihood is not determined by the method.
